No Trace of 


Northwest 
Seen In Saskatchewan 


EDMONTON—A 2%%- month aerial 
probe of the Yukon by an Edmonton 
wildlife expert has failed to reveal a 
trace of North American’s mystery 
bird, the whooping crane. 


J. D. Soper, Dominion Wildlife 
Officer for Alberta, returned-to Ed- 
monton after joining officials of the 
Yukon Territorial Government in a 
hunt for the birds. 


The party covered: several thou- 
sand miles by air,- flying almost the 
whole distance at 100 to 400 feet 
heights to observe closely the areas 
where whooping cranes might nest. 

No trace of the birds was. visible. 
Indians and Eskimos who live in the 
territory reported that cranes had 
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VANCOUVER — Sherritt Gordon 
mines will use a new nickel-produc- 
ing process perfected by Prof. Frank 
Forward, head of the metallurgy 
department at the University of 
British Columbia. 


Reported cheaper than any in com- 
mon use today, the process will be 
brought into. commercial use at. Sher- 
ritt’s Lynn Lake, Man., site in 1953. 

In the new process, nickel concen- 
trate is dissolved in ammonia. The 
solution is then treated chemically 
to recover copper, nickel and cobalt 
separately. 

With the present process used ‘in 
Canada,. nickel: is smelted and- sub- 
jected to chemical treatment which 
separates copper from nickel. Copper, 
nickel and cobalt then are produced 
by electrolysis.

Be. Sold — 
On Grade 


Alberta potato-growerg are re- 
mnided by W. Lobay, Supervisor 
of Pest Control, Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agiculture, that regula- 
tions in this province call for all 
potatoes to be sold’ on a grade. 
basis. This enables us to establish 
a quality product and enhances 
our reputation for quality. Potatoe 
grading benefits both producer 
and consumer. If the consumer is 
assured of the standard of the 
product, he buys with confidence 
and the demand continues. 


Mr. Lobay urges all growers to 
pay strict attention to these gra- 
ding regulations. He points out 
that the quality of the 1950 crop. 
is far superior to that of either of 
the past two years and that the 
percentage of culls will be com- 
paratively low. Grade all potatoes 
before offering for sale; he ad- 
visés. If an inspector finds ungra- 
ded potatoes or potatoes under 
grade standard being offered for 
sale, the potatoes will be placed 
‘under detention and the vendor 
liable to: prosecution. 


Full information about - grading 
standards and regulations can be 
obtained. from the Field Crops 
Branch, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, or from vegetable in- 
spectors at Edmonton, Lethbridge 
and Brooks.

dried. seedless raisins. Punch down 
dough and divide into-2 equal por-' 
tions; form into smooth balls. Roll 
each piece into' an oblong V4” thick - 

and 16” long; loosen dough. Brush 

with melted butter or margerine,
